FRANCE ENGLAND. 


Fears that the Suppression of the 
B sphore Exgyptien May Lead to 
Difficulty. | 

Lonpon, April 20 —The Standard, in 

an editorial this morning, says -it hopes 

England will support tbe Khedive in his 

controversy with France concerning the 

suppression of the Boshphore Exyptien. 

If England allows accession to Franve’s 


demand for the withdrawal of the decree 
of suppression and punishment of officials 
who executed the decree, the Standard 
thinks it will make a serious mistake. 
The Bosphore was justly suppressed, says 
the Standard, and if it be allowed to re- 
sume its audacious career England will 
confess more flagrantly than ever that in 
Egypt she has undertaken a task which 
sie has neither the ability to execute nor 
the courage to relinquish. 

Lonpon, April 20.—In the House of 
Commons, Lord Randolph Churchill; 
Conservative, asked Mr. Gladstone how 
far England was complicated and how far 
responsible in the suppression of the 
French newspaper Bosphore Egyptien, 
at Cairo. Gladstone replied that Egypt 
had not acted alone in the matter of siez- 
ing and suppressing the paper, 
and admitted that England was not in 
a@ position to disclaim all responsibility 
for the act. Fears are entertained that 
the Bosphore Egyptein affair is likely to 
lead into difficulty between France and 
England. The situation at the close of 
the session of Parliament this evening 
was a feeling of uneasiness bordering on 
alarm. |

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 


The Decision in the Clawson Poly«- 
 @my Case Affirmed. 

Wasuineton, Apri) 20.—Decision was 

rendered by the Supreme Court to-day in 


against the United States, brought here 
by a writ of error from the Supreme Court 
of Utah. Clawson, the plaintiff in error, 
was indicted for polygamy at the April 
term of 1884 of the District Court of Utah, 
and after trial, found guilty and sentenced 
to a fine of $800 and four years’ imprison- 
ment. He appealed to the Supreme 


Court of the Territory, and _ that 
tribunal having affirmed the judg- 
ment of the District Court, brought his 
case here for review, upon the ground 
that the\grand and petit jurors by whom 
he was indicted and tried were illegally 
constituted. The alleged illegality in the 
impanelling of the grand jury consisted 
in the exclusion upon challenge of per- 
sons who believed a man had the right 
to have more than-:one undivorced wife 
living at the same time, and in the case of 
the petit jury in the drawing of jurors 
from an ‘open  venire’” after the 
whole annual jury list of the hun- 
dred had been exhausted through the 
exclusion of polygamists. This court, in 
Z. carefully prepared opinion by Justice 
Blatchford, decides against the plaintiff 
in error upo” both points raised. Section 
five of the Edmunds Act provides ‘‘That 
in any prosecution for bigamy, polygamy 
or unlawful cohabitation under the stat- 
utes of the United States, it shall be suf- 
ficient cause of challenge to any person 
drawn or summoned as juryman that he 
believes it is right foraman to have 
more than one living undivorced 
wife at the same _ time.” This 
court holds that the proceedings to em- 
panel the grand jury which finds indict- 
ments for one of the offenses named under 
the statutes of the United States againsta 
person not before held to answer, are part 
of the prosecution; and that the indict- 
ment was good, although persons 
drawn and summoned as grand ju- 
rors were excluded by the’ court 
from serving on the grand jury, 
being challenged by the United States 
for canse’ mentioned in said act, the 
challenges having been found true. 

With respect to the alleged illegality in | 
the case of the petit jury, the court holds 
that where, under section 4 of the act of 


June 23, 1874, relating to courts 
and judicial officers in the Ter- 
ritory of Utah. the names in 


the jury box of 200 jnrors provided for by 
that section are exbausted, the jury being 
only partly impaveled, the District Cours 
may issue a venire to the United States 
Marshal for .the Territory to summon 
jurors from the body of the judicial dis- 
trict, and the jury may be completed 
from persons thus summoned. It is 
held that the errors show errors, and the 
judgment of the court below is accord- 
ingly affirmed. 

A decision was also rendered by the 
court in the murder case of Frederick 
Hopt, plaintiff in error, against the peo- 
ple of the Territory of Utah. The prin- 
cip4l interest which this case has it 
derives from the fact that, December, 
1880, plaintiff in error had been three 
times tried for the same murder, three 
times found guilty, and three times sen- 
tenced to death. It now goes back for a 
fourth trial upon informality in the 
charge of the judge to the jury which last 
found the prisoner guilty.

first intimation that the General’s disease 
was of a cancbrous nature, said in reply 
to questions, that microscopical findings 
were characteristic of epitheiloma or epi- 
thelial cancer, which is the least malignant 
of all forms of cancer.

disease and does not tend to affect 
the internal organs. Cancer’ of 
this kind, on he faee,_ often- 


times remains , fifte years without 
producing any serious trouble.

the throat, it‘’becomes much more serious, 
but still the dizease is of the same super- 

ficial chara¢ter. Dr. Elliott said that the 
low state in which: the General was two 
weeks ago was due to the debilitated 
state of his physi¢al condition. He 
further expressed the opinion that he has 
not been at any time in any immediate 
danger of death. His life, the Doctor 
thinks, will be prolonged for a considar-

What Senator Langford Thinks of 


the Sites Shown Him in Les 4.n- 
geles County. 
The gentlemen comprising the Com- 


north Sunday. They will be met in 
San Francisco by Senator Del Valle on 
Monday next, and will then visit Santa 
Cruz, San Rafael and other points. Atl 
of the gentlemen expressed themselves 
pleased with the country surrounding 
Los Angeles City, and thought it a per- 
fect paradise, but, with the exception 


of Senator Ben. Langford, who is noted 
for his biuntness and loquacity, they 
were non-committal when asked if 
they had determined to recom- 
mend the location of the asyium 
at or near this point, The doctors and 
Senator Knight, while admitting the 
feasibility of the views advanced by 
Senator Langford, were determined to 
examine all sections that desired the 
asylam ere making up their minds 
which was the best one. A TIMEs re- 
porter called upon Senator Langford 
just before he left for the North on 
Sunday, and in course of conversation 
asked him the following questions: 
Reporter—Have you examined the 
various sites offered by Los Angeles 
county for the erection of the new 
asylum, Senator? 
Senator Langfurd—Yes. Our time 
has been taken up for the past tew days 
in making such examination. | 
RKep.—Have you seen any particular 
spot that you think would suit? | 
Senator Langford—Well, yes. You 
know in this question of location we 
have to take into consideration the 
area, proper sewerage, whether the 
land is arable or not, water accom- 
modations, how much and how easily 
obtainable, etc. 

Rep.—Am I to understand, then, Sen- 
ator, thut you are likely to favor the 
location of the asylum near our city? 
Senator Langford—Well, I hardly 
know how to answer that question. [ 
have a point in my eye that I saw yes- 
terday that would suit to a hicety, but 
I may see something superior during 
our trip. : 
Rep.—Have you any objection to 


telling me to what particular location 
you refer? 
Senator Langford—No.. I refer to Mr. 


Shorb’s property near the San Gabriel 
Mission. | 
Rep.—Why, Senator, you could not 
obtain that land for love or money. Be- 
sides, Mr, Shorb is opposed’ to having 
the asylum located anywhere in the 
county. 

Senator Langford—I know that Shorb 
is opposed to locating the asylum in 
Los Angeles county, but that makes no 
difference. As to not being able to buy 
the land from him, I believe that under 
the act passed by the Legislature we 
may be able to condemn the land selected 
for a site, if the owner refuses to sell. 
Rep.—But, Senator, would it not in- 
terfere with Mr. Shorb’s residence, and 
would it be fair to appropriate his land 
aud spoil his beautiful home by plac- 
ing an insane asylum thereon? 
Senator Langford—Wel!, to answer 
your question categorically, I will say 
that the place I would selectis the 
exact spot whereon Mr. Sborb’s resi- 
dence stands. It has a magnificent 
view. In fact, the.views all around it 
are perfect pictures, and would he 
bound to have a soothing effect on the 
minds of the insane. Aste the ques- 
tion of fairness, during the session of 
the late Legislature Mr. Shorb advo- 
‘cated the principle of the greatest good 
to the greatest number, in asking us to 
condemn water rights for the benefit of 
the irrigationists, and certainly in his 
case the same principle would work, as 
it would benefit about nine hundred 
poor insane. peopie by locating the 
asylum at San Marino. | 
Rep,--—Yes, butin the event of your 
selecting Mr. Shorb’s place, don’t you 
suppose he would take it into the 
courts ? 7 

Senator Langford.—Well, he might. 
But he could do nothing there. He 
could not secure damages, as the land 
would be condemned for public use and 
as a public benefit. | 
Rep.—Well, do yoy consider it set- 
tled that this county wil! get the asy- 


lum? | 

Senator Langford.—Oh, no; not at 
all. . Tam only speaking for myself. 
What the other members intend I do 
not know. Besides, I may see some 
place either at Santa Cruz or San 
Rafael] that I like better than Shorb’s, 
and in that event of course I will vote 
forit.  _. 

It now being almost time to go to the 
depot, the reporter thanked the smiling 
Senator, 9nd bade him adieu, not before 
advising him, however, to be careful of 
his scalp the next time he met Mr. J. 
De Barth Shorb.

Proceedings of the Institute Yes- 

terday. | 
The annual session of the Los Angeles 
County Teachers’ Institute began at 11 
o’clock g. m yesterday, in the assembly 
room of the Normal School. The large 
room was filed with representatives 
of the profession from all the schools 
of the county, a body of ladies and gen- 
tlemen speaking well for the educa- 
tional work that is going on in the 
county. The opening address, by Su- 
perintbudent J W. Hinton, was pointed 
and enlivening, The great importance 
of the teacher’s work was. ailyded to, 
and also the influence of the true gen. 
tleman as a teacher on the character of 
his pupils. Tae Superintendent in his 
visiting of schools has found much more 
to commend than to blame. The chief 
causes of tailure are found to be lack of 
earnestness and failure to make daily 
preparatory study. The duty of princi- 
pals in guiding the work of schools was 
suggested as worthy of discussion, Of 
the studies pursued in the schools it is 


found that language is often neglected 


through too much attention to geogra- 
phy, technical grammar, etc. School 
directors err by forcing upon the 
teachers of mixed schools a multiplicity 
of subjects not provided for by law, and 
to the injury of those which are re- 
uired. A more careful regulation’ of 
he matter by legislation is necessary. 
_ After the Superintendent’s address a 
committee to nominate officers was ap- 
pointed. Superintendent Hinton called 
the roll of the institute, after which the 
following oflicers were elected: Super- 
intendent J. W. Hinton, President; City 
Superintendent L. D. Smith and all the 
superintendents present, Vice-Presi- 
dents; W. F. Bray, Secretary; Muss 
Hillebrant and T. E. Little, assistants. 
The afternoon exercises were opened 
at 1:30 p. m. with a song by Mrs. A. 8S. 
Averill and Miss Josie Hodgman. The 
address of welcome on the part of the 
President of the County Board of Edu- 
cation, W. M. McFadden, was not de- 
livered, as the gentleman! was neces- 
sarily absent. In place a few appro- 
priate remarks were made by Mr. How- 
ard. Miss Sarah Monks, of the Normal 
School, discussed the subject of zoology 
for common schools. A brief sketch of 
the history of the science. was given, 
the hard points of teaching were 
touched upon, valuable suggestions were 
given in regard to class work, making 
collections, classification, etc. Diffi- 
culties in the study of the science were 
acknowledged, but the ways to over- 
come them were shown, and the great 
value to be gained was strongly im- 
pressed. 
Mrs. W. H. Swift took the subject of 
“‘Object lessons in relation to compo- 
sition,’’ in an ably written paper. 
Close observation was described as the 
true guide to knowledge. Put children 
in the way of collecting information for 
themselves, and you will have accomp- 
lished much. The various arguments 
for and ‘against object lessons for small 
children were clearly given. Object 
lessons are valuable not only for the 
acquisition of facts, but also as a means 


oral and written. | 

Miss Mary J. Titus, of the San Jose 
Normal Sebool, referred in a few words 
to the subject of object lessons. Mrs. 
M. A. Heath, of the 8th strest school, 
being called upon, spoke of work in 
elementary zoology with primary classes, 
and showed how valuable even a very 
little of this work introduced all along 
through the sehools would be in culti- 
vating an interest for higher work. 

Mr. F. G. Howard, taking up the dis- 
cussion, referred to the usefulness of 
drawing as a help tv aceuracy of 
knowledge in all departments. The 
result of drawingin our city schools 
can be obseryed by looking at the walls 
of the Institute room. Drawings from 
ali classes throughout the city schools 
are exhibited, and they makea most 
pleasing effect, an honor of the genuine 
sort to the pupils of our schools and 
the lady who conducts their work.
